Mesopotamia 
For the Arabs 


Winston Spencer Churchill Outlines 
Middle East Policy. 


Great Britain’s new policy of re- 
placing the existing provisional native 
@overnment of Mesopotamia by the 
@reation of an Arab state, which 
alould be built up around Bagdad and 
sevive the old glory and culture of 
the Arab races, was announced in the 
British House of Commons by Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, the colonial 
secretary, 

Mr. Churchill declared that this 
was a clear policy, definitely chosen 
and agreed to within the whole 
Arabian peninsula, and he indicated 
the belief that Emir Feisal, son of 
the king of the Hedaz, would be 
elected head of the new state. 

Mr. Churchill's speech dealt with 
middle eastern affairs and his visit 
to Cairo in connection with his ap- 
pointment as special over 
that area, and had been awaited with 
Rreat interest for a revelation of the 
extent of the British commitments in 
his regions and whether any great 
reduction of military expenditure 
might be hoped for. 

The secretary contended that a 
policy of appeascment and friendship 
alone was compatible with the Brit- 
ish pledges and if accepted by the 
Arab people, it was the best possible 
solution that could be reached. King 
Hussein had already consented that 
his son Feisal should be a candidate 
for the throne. 

There were no primary or directly 
@trategic interests concerning India 
to justify British retention of Meso 
potamia, Mr. Churchill continued. 
India could better be defended on its 
strategic fronticr. Ihe British pol- 
icy was to reduce its burdens, while 
discharging its obligations, by creat- 
ing a government which would be a 
friend of Great Britain and might 
also be a friend of Fra An Arab 
army would be created for the de- 
fence of the new state. 

Next October he hoped to reduce 
foc British occupying army to twelve 
Battalions and when the new state 
was treated to all the 
Britivh forces and enter into treaty 
relations with the new state.

Regulations Forbidding Export For 
Smelting Are Waived. 

About 3,000 tons of silver-lead ore, 
Which has been mined in the Mayo 
district of the Yukon, is to be sent 
to Selby, California, for smelting. An 
order of the governor-in-council has 
allowed this export, despite regula- 
tions of the department of the in- 


terior that such ore shall not be 
mined unless it can be refined in 
Canada. This exception has been 


made in view of the fact that there 
are at present no Canadian simelters 
who are prepared to accept the ship- 
ment for treatnent,

Turning to Palestine, he admitted 
that this was a-graver problem than 
Mesopotamia, but much smaller in a 
military sense. The Arabs feared 
they would be swamped in a few 
years by Jewish immigration from 
Central Europe and Russia, and that 
the Jews would gain absolute control 
of Palestine. He declared, however, 
that these fears were quite illusory. 
No Jews would be brought in be- 
yond the number that could be pro- 
vided for by the development of the 
country’s resources. 

It was only by securing a real and 
lasting peace with Turkey that the 
prospect he held out of substantial 
abatement of the charges falling on 
both countries in the middle east 
could be realized. Ina detailed state- 
ment of the military position in 
Mesopotamia, he showed that with 
the reduction already affected the 
total expenditure for the current year 
would be £35,000,000, but he hoped 
that next year the normal expendi- 
ture in both Palestine and Mesopo- 
tamia would not exceed £10,000,000, 


New Printing Process 
Expected That It Will Revolutionize 
All Aspects of Industry. 

Suggestion that printing from type 
is likely to be superseded, was made 
by William Gamble at the recent 
World's Congress of Printers held in 
London, in connection with the Inter- 
national Printing and Allied Trades 


exhibition. Mr, Gamble said that at 
least three inventors were trying to 
develop a photographic process to 


take the place of printing from type. 

He predicted that the machines for 
printing by photographic process 
would hardly occupy more space than 
a typewriter nor be more complicat- 
ed.

Flying Lifeboat Will 
Be Launched Soon 


If It Proves Seaworthy Many More 
Will Be Constructed, 

“The first lifeboat of the air, which 
has been built with great secrecy, is 
to be launched soon, After the offi- 
cial tests it will go through a eeries of 
tests with the fleet. If it proves to 
be satisfctory, a large number of the 
craft, on a much larger scale, will be 
constructed, 

“The design is the outcome of three 
years of secret research and tests. 
The flying lifeboat will be able to 
Teach a vessel in distress at a speed 
of more than 100 miles an hour, it is 
claimed, that it will be able to ride 
through the roughest storm with the 
confident safety of an Atlantic liner, 
The boats are able to taxi along the 
water, 

“Their seaworthiness is to be test- 
ed by sending the first experimental 
ship out with the navy where it is to 
remain at sea for several days without 
any ‘mother ship,’ 

“The wing span of the one now 
teaching completion is 140 feet. 
Safety in the most violent sea will 
come from the resilence of the hull, 
which is in one piece from stem to 
stern, When this hull strikes a 
huge wave it gives way slightly in 
much the same way that a pneumatic 
tire does when it strikes an obstacle 
on the road.” 


Contract Awarded For 
Prince Albert Jail 


Biggest For This Year in Province of 
Saskatchewan, 

The biggest contract of the year in 
Saskatchewan was awarded by the 
government, when the $342,880 tend- 
er of the Poole Construction Com- 
pany, Regina, for the construction of 
a portion of the Prince Alberta jail, 
was accepted.

The Field Crops Branch of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
through the local weed inspectors, are 
endeavoring to impress upon farmers 
the importance of allowing weed 
seeds now on the ground to grow be- 
fore being turned under by the plough 
when summerfallowing. The best 
farmers cither disc or cultivate about 
two weeks before starting to plough. 
In this way not only are the weeds 
certain to be destroyed, but the soil is 
opened up to admit the May and June 
rains. 


How To Pack Eggs 


Saskatchewan Markets Branch Issues 
Instructive Poster. 


Graphically illustrating the manner 
in which large quantities of eggs are 
annually lost as the result of care- 
less packing, a poster has been issued

reported contained 290 dozen cracked 
and broken eggs in 50 cases.”
